the reliek ok Our ſald poo! Miners, out of Our Pꝛincely care, have thought good hereby to 
declare: That all ſuch of Our ſaid Subjects who are Willing, and able in body. and ſhall 
voluntarily repair to Nottingham, to Our preſent Army, without ſound of Drum, ſhall foꝛth⸗ 
With receive five ſhillin 25 A peece foꝛ their charges in coming thither, and be afterwards en 
tertained, and duly receive e their pay of fix ſhillings by the weeke, during their Service in Our 
pꝛeſent wars. And, upon the diſbanding of Our Armp, all ſuch of the Miners afoꝛcſaid, as 
have faithfully ſerved Us, (hall be, during their lives, freed and exempted from payment of 
Tot, Cope, and Cuſtome foz all ſuch Oare as they ſhall digge in Our ſaid Pines; and 
ik it hall happen, any of them to dye in Our ſaid Service, the Widdow ofthe deceaſed ſhall 
have liberty to employ a Servant, and injoy ſuch benefits, and prviiedges, during their 
lives, as their Huſbands ſhould have had, in caſe they Had ſurvived, 

And to the end, that this Our Declaration, and pious Intention may be made known to : 
Our laid Subjects, woe do hereby require ſich Parſons, Uicars, and Curats in Our ſaid 
County, to who theſe pꝛeſents (hall come, foꝛthwith to publiſh the ſame in their Pariſh 
Churches: And koꝛ ſo doing this ſhall be, as well unto them, as unto all others whom it may 
concern, a ſufficient Warrant and Diſcharge.
